■Take at least 800 loaded shells for, each' 
man, not forgetting the loafers, , They are 
not men/of course, but wilt probably want 
to shbot,' Don't buy anything smaller 
than No; 2 shot.' The birda ore wild'these 
daye, and, have to be persuaded with heavy 
shot, Besides, with large shot you may 
be able to shoot .tbe eyes out of a horse or 
a cow, over in tbe next county.' *+ifc. 

As soon as you get clear of the police do 
as you please.' /.Law and order are all right 
for the city, but everything noes in the 
country. . Shoot at all the chickens you' 
see; and sing and 1 yell all you. want to. 
Country people enjoy noise and riot;. i; *: 
"■/When' yon arrive' at tbe home ■ of* the 
farmer, with whom you have made arrange* 
ments for dinner^ drive into, his yard' and 
yell some more. This will please and im- 
press the 'worthy agricultumt, tl dad .make 
him glad to entertain you.- .-.Then: tumble 
out of. your wagon. Ot course,' tbe farmer 
did not expect such a crowd, but. never, 
mind . that: . He niay ' appear a trifle gruff, 
but' pay no attention to him. He proba- 
bly hasn't been -lip long, and feels cross 
and sleepy. , His gruff ness -will .wear off ' 
before noon. 

Don't forget to', turn your "dogs loose a3 
soon na .you, reach - tbe b'arb.^ They can 
limber upon the poultry and stock ■ while 
you are putting out your horse and getting 
tbebeer'but of the wagou, Thia ig l good 
for the doge and they -will bV.in shape for 
work as soon as, the hunting grounds are 
reached) • : Pay no attention .' to the .fuss 
made" by the poultry; tbey will settle down 
iad week or two; those that are' not killed. 
' -When you' gei down to business, shoot. 
Ko,matfer7what you^ee.Bboot.'. It. doesn't 
puy'to take"; chances of 'loaing'gauie" wh'en 
you are bunting. No mdtter if you do kill 
dhogord sheep.. It might/ have been a 
rabbit, you know, and tbe more you shoot 
the more you may expect to kill. If you 
chance on a farmer . gathering corn, go : up 
close to 1 him and fire twb'or three shots as 
fast as you can. He will not mind it. 
'His horses may runaway, but they will 
soon stop. If .. he asks you to go over on 
tbe other side of bis form, fearing you may 
shoot him, don't go.

Let them go, and tell 
them to enjoy themselves. \ Tell them not 
to be afraid to make a noise around tbe 
farmhouse, ' Thesiglat of afew welt jagged 
bums will afford much amusement tb the 
farmer's wife and ber daughters. ; [At noon 
come in and see bow your partners are. get- 
ting on. -At this -time interview tbo bug 
Juice bottle. This will give -you . an ap- 
petite for dinner.'. Don't pay for your din- 
here if you can avoid it. \ See if the farmer 
^won't accept ' three or faun rabbits, < those 
that are shot up the worst. -Bird hjipters 
generally bag plenty of rabbits,,, though in 
town; tbey will'.-. tall you^ tllat tbey, never 
shoot at anything, but birds. When hunt- 
ing,' always .throw down, all tbe fences you 
can- This gi^os the worthy farmer snme- 
tbingjtb do'nexfc/'.day, and the work helps 
his digestion. Leave all gates open, and 
do everything ybu can to show that you 
lire . at borne; on the farm. Many..bther 
pleasantries besides those enumerated will 
euggeatabemselves'to the thoughtful hun- 
ter ,'■ helping hiui to put in : a glorious. , day 
afield. - Fihdlty^.'start for home about dark, 
and , speh d;tl|e next three d ays beguiling 
your ..town friends; with storius about' tbe 
unebbgh* hayseed ' and his amusing ways. - 
Fahmeu, Grass Lake.

.The news of victory,. .while not officially 
made public, U now current talk and great 
demonstrations of joy are' made.'. Report b 
of a sea battle were botirely looked* for and 
the 'news came asao/ surprise, though the 
complete destruction or capture of the fleet 
was hardly expected, "■■ No report of' loss of 
life. If any, "was received. " ' ,■ 
' -IneRnBHianfleet co'nsiatedoftbearmour* 
ed crusier GromOvoi, tbe belted cr'usiere 
Ro'ssa and Rurik and' the; protected- crusier 
Bogatyr. They aire believed ;to bave;feft 
Yiadivostok some 'days ago for the purpose 
of protecting the. troops 1 in/ the land opera- 
tioaaaear Pousietbay, and! were thought 
to be tbe object of search by the Japanese, 
whose squadron was the larger and which 
cut' the Russians off from Vladivostok. - 

.No details of the battle'have been given 
out, the Japanese' government following 
its usual covrse^of secrecy /until a report 
from' the commanding offcer is received. 
The only definite. statement' mnde is that 
the engagement ' took place on Sunday, 
which would indicate that tbe Japan- 
ese found tbe Russian warships soon after 
tbe •bombardment of Vladivostok, when 
tbey disappeared from the light of- those 
on the land batteries. They were going 
south at the time, and, Possirt bay being 
but seventy miles away, it was possible for 
the battle to have been fought off tbat part 
Of the coast that evening; 
. 'Comingas it does after. Vice Admiral 
Togo's victory at Fort Arthur, .this lost 
stroke at the Russian navy is considered to 
put it completely out of tbe sen end of the 
war, ■.

A telegram from St. Petersburg confirms 
the statement that the Russian squadron 
bos left Vladivostok. It is believed it has 
"sone in search of- three worships which 
Japan is said? to bave recently purchased 
from Chili, and which ore now reported -to 
be in the Pacific ocean. Russian naval 
officers '* are confident that they will be 
captured, "Foreign naval attaches in St, 
Petersburg, on the other hand, express 
conviction that if it ventures too far from 
tbe coast will seal the fate of tbe eqnadron. 
In German circles it is believed the Japs 
have prepared a surprise in tbe shape of a 
number of mines across the. Bsuri bay for 
tbe Russian ships should ther ever attempt 
to return to Yiadivostok. •

WESTERN CANADA'S RESOURCES 



FtrwliiR V'erx Buccr«ifu1. 

By Western or NorthweBt Canada Is 
usually meant the great agricultural 
country west of Ontario and north of 
Minnesota, 1 North Dakota, and Mon- 
tana. Part; of It Is "agricultural prai- 
rie, treeless In places, park like la oth- 
ers," part Is genuine plains, well adapt- 
ed to 'cattle ranches; pert requires Irri- 
gation for successful tillage, most of 
it docs not The political divisions of 
this region are the Province of Mani- 
toba and the territorial district of As- 
■inlbola, Saskatchewan, Alberta and 
Athnbaska, At: present, ; however/ the 
latter la too remote for immediate prac- 
tical purposes. 

The general character of the soil of 
Western Canada ls.a rich, 'black, clay 
loam with a clay subsoil. Such a soli 
is particularly rich in -food for .the 
wheat plant. The" subsoil is a clay, 
which retains the winter frost until H 
is thawed out by the warm .raya of 
the sun and drawn upward .to stimu- 
late the growth of the young wheat, 
so that even in dry seasons wheat is 
a good crop, Tbe. clay soil also re- 
tains the heat of tho sun later in the 
summer, and assists In the early ripen-' 
Irig of the grain. It is claimed that 
cultivation has the effect of increasing 
the temperature, of tho soil several de- 
grees, as' well as (ho air above It. 

Western Canada climate Is .good- 
cold In winter,', hot in.Burrimor, but 
with cool nights,. Violent storms of, 
any kinds are rare, .'Tho rainfall Is 
not heavy. It Varies. with places, bnt 
averages -about seventeen. Inches. It 
falls usually at tho time tho growing 
crops need it

Abolishment of Suttee, 
Suttee, or the practice of. immolat- 
ing widows on their husband's fu- 
neral pyres, in India, was first at- 
tacked by the British government less 
than three-quarters of a century ago; 
It was on Dec. 4, 1829, that Lord WU-. 
Ham Bentlnck carried a resolution- in 
council, ' by which all who abetted 
suttee were declared guilty of "cul- 
pable homicide." In the year 1817 700 
widows were burned alive' in Bengal 
alone, but since the passing of the act 
the practice has entirely died out 
Suttee was realty a primitive rite, a 
survival from barbarous times and. 
not sanctioned by Hlndoolsm, the pas- 
sage in the Vedns supporting It being 
a willful mistranslation. % But no pre- 
vious governor had the courage to 
violate the British tradition of .re- 
ligious toleration. Lord William Ben- 
tlnck also suppressed tbuggism, which 
made strangling a religious rite to tho 
goddess Kail.
